~-;th adverse environments, and like 
him achieved both facie and fortune 
while yet la the prime of virile life 
and vigorous manhood.

sorae legitimate end. Neither cherished unreasonable resentments nor nursed 
)jnbec.o-niing prejudices. Both nourished the loftiest ambitions, and to both 
b* thexa the presidency itself was a reasonable expectation. They were per- 
•ftct types of the second generation of Ohio's virile manhood, worthy the sires 
••who Tith plousBshare aad ax helped to found this great commonwealth, ana 
'tfee grandsirss ~ho, -with s-word acd flint-lock, courage and endurance, wis- 
dom and patriotism, assisted ia laying the foundations of the splendid re- 
public. 


Brice excelled in the acumen and keen insight of business affairs: For- 


aker was the greater in tie forum and in the courts. In the senate Bricu

tions icade his counsel cf rare value in the committee room. In the same 
august body Foraker was the thinker and orator corabiried, and his fervid 
eloquence electrified the whole nation as it approached the confines of the 
Snanisi-American war in. 1S98. He -was too frank to dissimulate; too cour- 
ageous to attempt to becloud what he conceived to bs the true sentiment of 
tie.American people toward the struggling peoples of .the Spanish colonies, 
j 


Trustful aad confiding in their intercourse •with men, they were adepts j 


ia-human nature—sometimes betrayed by pretended friends, it is true, bet j 
n«yer -betrayed a-second time by the same persons. Rivals in politics, they 
never forgot tie gentler amenities of life.- 


Joseph Eensoa Foraker was born in the pioneer log cabin of his father, 


on'a'Jans nesr-Raiasboro, High-land county, Ohio, on the 5th of July, 1S4S. 
On this /aria, and about a. combined grist and saw ia!U upon a brawling high- 
laud stream, assisting'-ia the care o£ both, he passed the first 16 years of his 
life ina laborious'calling: laying deep the. foundations of his future education 
as<5 career, in the primitive public schools of the aay. 


: V At tlie sjs of 16 he enlisted,ia the Eighty-sixth Regiment, Ohio Volunteer 
jafantrj'. aad went to the front with his neighbors, playmates and school- 
-'mates. Wherever and -whenever duty called he respoaded. always distin- 
guishing himself. Prom a private soldier he rose to a sergeaacy In. 1862, and 
was made a lieutenant for meritorious coaduct in 1SS5, aad a captaia for 
gallant conduct and efficient services later. 


He participated ia-the sanguinary engagements of Missionary Ridge, 


.Lookout Mountain, Keaesavs- Mountain and maay lesser actions. When Oen-, 
eral Sfaerscan b*gan his historic march from Atlanta, to the sea he accom- 
panied that great captain in the movement which cut in twain and destroyed 


. th« Co-afetSeracy. 


His courage, coolness and daring brought him into such high favor with 


'•fei's-'superior officers that whenever some delicate and important worlc to 
ascertain the:strength, intentions or movements of the enemy was to be done, 
it •sraa placed in the hands of youns Foraker, and he always reported its 
.eccomplishnsent. promptly. His. term of enlistment expired in 1S65, when 
hostilities were ended, and he was mustered out »,t the age of 19.

31'ARCUS AUON'ZO HAXXA OF CITYAMOGA COUNTY. 


Marcus Alonzo Hanna was born in New, Lisbon (now Lisbon), Columbl- 


ana county, O., Sept. 24,1837, and is the first man elected to the United- States1 
senate from the state who had not pre- 
viously been.chosen to soiae important 
office. « 


He removed to the city of Clereland 


in 1852, when, a youth, aad was there 
educated in ihe public schools, and 
latsr graduated from the "Western Re- 
serve college at Hudson, Ohio. He be- 
gan life as a clerk in the grocery store 
of Hanr.a, Garretson & Co., of •which 
his father was the senior member. 


When his father flied in 1SC2, he 


represented the interest of the estate la 
the firm until 1S67, when tlw business 
was closed out. He then became a 
member of the firm of Rhodes &. Co. 
and engaged in the coal aad iron busi- 
ness upon a scale of magnitude not 
hitherto undertaken in that city. 


This firm continued for ten years 


and was then changed to M. A. Hanna 
& Company, ha becoming the chief factor in it. and it still continues, with 
its business largely extended -and widely ramified. He also identified him- 
self -with the lake carrying trade and in the construction of vessels and ihe 
control of the carrying trade on the chain of northern lakes. 


He is president oi' the Union National bank of Cleveland; president of the 


Cleveland City Railway company; president of the Chapin Mining company. 
Lake Superior, and Is identified with a score cf other mining, manufacturing 
tnd industrial companies., in all of -which he lakes an active interest, and in 
1S85 was appointed as one of the directors of the Union Pacific Railway com- 
pany, on behalf of the sou-eminent, by President Cleveland.. 


For 20 years he has been one oi the most active and influential leaders 


of the Republican party ia the state and nation. He n'as a uelegate to the 
Republican national conventions of 1-SS-l, 18SS anil 1S96. 


In the latter year he was elected chairman of tbe national Republican 


committee, and manag-ed the Republican presidential campaign ot that j-ear 
with gjreat success, the campaign culminating in the election of William Mc- 
Kinley to the presidency. Ke still holds the position of national chairman, 
and will continue to do so until after the national convention of his party 
in 1900. 


In 1S37 Join Sherman resigned as senator to become secretary of state 


tinder President McKirtlcy. creating: a vacancy in the senate. Governor Asa 
S. Biishaell appointed Mr. Hanna to this vacancy on the Oth of March, 1897, 
and he at oaee entered upon the duties of tbe position. 


When the legislature assembled in January, 189S, it contained a Repub- 


lican, majority o£ 1 on joint ballot, and on the 32th of that month be was 
elected to the vacancy and to the full term by a majority of 1 vote over Robert 
E. McKJsscE, independent Republican.. His present term of service will ter- 
minate on the 4th of. March, 1S05. 


Mr. Hanna is still in the vigor of life and is the recognized national 


leader of the Republican, party. 


ELECTION OP? SENATORS. 


Vfith scarcely an exception, all thj? preceding 'United States senators 


were men of more than1 ordinary ability, and several of them impressed 
themselves iadellibly upon the pages at our national Sistoiy. 


The first, Thomas Worth; ngtou, served the allotted term of four years, 


ending March 4, 1S07, and was; again elected in J.810, resigning Dec. 1S14. 


John, Smith served, from April. 1, 1SKL to Dec. 5, 3 SOS, when lie resigned 


in response to a joint, resolution of the state legislature. 


Edward Tiffin, who was elected in: 3807, resigned in 1S09 because of 


domestic afflictions, but still continued in public life. 


Stanley G-riswold, -who was appointed to the vacancy caused by the 


resignation of Tiffin, performed -but'few days of actual service in the senate. 


Alexander CampLelJ, who succeeded. Griswold, and completed the Tiffin 


term, served from Dee. 12, 1S09,. to March 4, 1S13. 


Jeremiah Morrow was the first senator to serve the full constitutional 


term of six years, Having served from March 4, 1S13, to March 4,'ISIS, 


Joseph Kerr, who filled out. the Worthingtcn vacancy, held the position 


for only a brief time—from Dec. 10,. 1S14, to March 4, 1S15. 


Benjamin Buggies was the first, senator to be honored with three suc- 


cessive elections and filled out three eattre terms, beginning with March 
4, 1.815, and ending with March 4, 1833-. 


William A. Trimble was not only the first, but the only senator who 


died while filling the office during the ceatiiry. He was chosen, to the term 
beginnixfe ilarch 4, 1819, and died Dec. 26, 1821. 


William Henry Harrison was the oalj senator from Ohio to reach the 


presidency during the century- He served from March 4, 1S25, to Dec. 1, 
1S25. President G-arfield vras chosen sflnator, bnt renounced tJhe office before 
the beginning of his. term., and was not. in fact, a senator in the full mean- 
ing of the term.

Ethan Allen Brown, •vrlio filled oct the Triruble vacancv, served from 


Jan. 3, 1822, to March 4,1S25.

Jacob Buraet, the eminent jurist, who succeeded, to the vacancy caused, 


by the resignation of Harrison, served from Dec. 10, 1S2S, to March 4, 1831. 


Thomas. Ewiag served, from March 4, 1S31, to March 4, 1S37, by election 


and from July, 1S50, to March 4, 1S51, by appointment 


Thomas Morris, who toak his seat March 4, 1S33. served until March 


4,1829, a full term. . 


William Allen served two full terms from March 4, 1S37, to March:-*; 1S49. 
Benjamin Tappaa served ose term, March 4, 1.839, to March -1, 1845. 
Thomas Convin served from March 4, 1S45, to July 23, 1S50. Resigned,. 
Salmon. P. Chase was. twice elected, serving from March 4,,1£49, to, 


March 4, 1S55. and from March 4, 1S61, to March 10, 1SS1. 


Benjamia F. Wade served three terms, from March 4, 1851, to, March 4;. 


1869, and was the second to be elected three times in succession. 


George E. Pugh served one term, March 4, 1855, to March 4, 1S61. 
John Sherman was six times elected to the senate, in 1861, 1866,, 1S72;, 


S881, 1887 and 1893. He resigned twice to enter tie cabinet. He>is the only- 
surviving ex-senator from Ohio at this writing. 


Allen G. Thurman served two terms in succession, trom 7Sarch- 4, lSS£f, 


to March 4, 1881. 


Stanley Matthews, -who succeeded to the Sherman Yaeancyln 1877* sejretE 


from March 4, 1877, to March 4, 1879. 


Henry B. Payee served one term, March 4, T.S85, to March; 4, 1891.:

also elected to the term extending from March 4, 1S99, to March: 4, 1533. 


There have been 29 different persons chosen as senators from, tlvj state, 


of whom 28 filled full terms by election. Two, Bwing and Kanna were 
appointed, but the former had been previously a senator by slectiQa, and the 
latter wis subsequently elected. Grisra-old was purely: an ad in.ter.ta senator. 


President Garfleld, who was elected to the senate, renounced the office,

Obvloasfy, the greatest number of Ohio's statesmen would enter tils 


popular bracehi of the national legislature, sJiice the representation was so 
much greater, and the opportunity for distinction greatly" multiplied. But 
the quality of.'statesmanship-did ;not fall below that which shone so bril- 
J'antly in the senate, all .things talciSn into con'sid«ration. Four representa- 
tives from Ohio in congress, William Henry Harrison, Rutherford B Hayes, 
James A GaiSeld and William MeKinlej were promoted to the presidency. 
Ohio has been prolific alike ia statesmen; jurists and military chiefXams, 
and she bids fair to main tain fier prominence Sa ths future. 


The representatives came from all the walks o£ life, aad from all the 


learned professions, as well as from most of the industrial ociupaiiOBS. 
Tbe moSt distinguished v.-ere self-educated! 


Beginning with the Eighth congress, in 1S03, and ending with t&o 


Fifty-sixth, which dates from March-4, 1899, and ends March 4, 19.01, there 
have been 38S persons who were either elected to or served in the house 
of congress. Some -were elected who- did not serva at all, owing either tb> 
death or resignation. Others received certificates of election, but were sub- 
sequently unseated, upon a contest. 


Ohio's membership of the lower house, as a whole, etoou seeanH to none 


during tha century. In some r<wn«cts.fc was pre-eminent. Four of Ohio's 
sepresentatiVES in congress reached th'e presidency. During the civil war 
a large number of them, who especially distinguished themselves for bravery 
and military prowess, became equally conspicuous on the floor of the house*. 


From the admissic-a of the state there has not been, a congress which 


difJ not contain an Ohio representative of national repute, or ace Who did 
'not materially mold and shape the national legislation and policy. Some of 
Ohio's representatives reached easily the1- zenith. 
Others climbed to the 


intervening degrees, while still others barely shone momentarily above the 
hosizc-B. 


The object of this work is, necessarily; to deal with the public services, 


in a-general way, of the 29 senators and 3S8 representatives, who have been 
honored by her people .during the first century of her political esiste-nce. 
A hundred of them might easily be named, the lives and public-- services 
of each of whom would furnish the material lor a larger volume tSan this. 
Generalization, rather than detail, became a. necessity to compress the major 
Historical facts into a reasonable amount of space, so that the student a 
century hence may at least have before them a roster of those iviio took 
part, in the national legislation, on behalf, of the state of Ohio, during 
tte- nineteenth century, and the dawn of ti;e twentieth. 


Even at this writing the historical data., relating to a large number o* 


Qtub'-s. representatives either has uo recorded existence, or is so vague that 
an attempt at a, detailed biography, in numerous cases, would prove a failure. 
Men. for local or personal reason, long since forgotten, came into congress, 
and', passed out and from public view, leaving little or no record beyond 
their names in the official roster. That evercthis record should be preserved 
and Handed down to the historical writer, and the political student of the 
future, made tbis work a timely necessity. 


Dsring the Fifth, Sixth and Seventh congreEses ths Northwest territory 


was i represented by a delegate, and the following gentlemen filled' the 
position: William Kcnry Harrison of Hamilton county, William McMillan 
of Hamilton county. Paul Fearing of Washington county. During his terra 
of "office William Henry Harrison resigned ttx. become governor of Indiana 
territory.

trict, from wbish he was elected on both occasions, consisted of Warren, 
Cliatoa and Highland- counties.

in^cta of the I'Dtvern Make a FormS**

The coml'iut'd naval forces of the 


powers of thu world maiiitaiucd iu Asi- 
atic waters or available for service 
there .make up a most formidable lleet, 
•;riys the Washington correspondent of 
tlie New York World. While the Unit 
ed States has but one warship in the 
immediate vicinity of the scene of trou- 
ble, yet there iii a very stroug unval 
force in Asiatic waters which could he 
dispatched to Taku within a few dayp. 


Great Britain maintains on the Asi- 


atic station a large squadron. consist- 
Ing of three powerful battleships, four 
armored cruisers, one first class cruis- 
er. 15 gunboats, three torpedo boats, 
one dispatch bout and three auxiliary 
cruisers. Her uaval base Is at Wei- 
Hai-Wei. 


Russia maintains 
as her 
Asiatic 


squadron one first class and tvro third 
class cruisers, 11 gunboats and nine 
torpedo boats. 
But Russia must be 


more seriously considered, for her home 
base is near the China state. She has 
two big battleships aud five first class 
armored 
cruisers 
which could 
be 


speedily dispatched to Chinese waters. 
Russia occupies Port Arthur, a most 
favorable location owing to its proxim- 
ity to Peking. 


Japan has a navy of lOl vessels, all 


of which are immediately available 
should they be needed in Chinese wa- 
ters. She has three battleships, seven 
first class and five third class cruisers. 
17 gunboats, 12 torpedo boat destroy- 
ers. 4-! torpedo boats, ten coast defense 
and three dispatch boats. 


France has ou the Asiatic station 


one armored cruiser, four ordinary 
cruisers, five gunboats and three dis- 
patch boats. 


Germany is not so well represented, 


having but eight vessels there. . 


With each squadron is a detachment 


of marines, which, if combined, would 
make a strong force. Russia is said to 
have several thousand soldiers on her 
warships, which she has sought to 
land. 
Russia's proximity to China 


makes is possible for that government 
to send with little delay into Chinese 
territory a vast army. Likewise .hipan 
could land a large force wiihm the em- 
pire in a comparatively short time. 


The military forces of the Cuited 


States in the Philippines now number
